AN inquest was opened into 
the death of Aidan Nisbett, 
the 15-year-old who col¬ 
lapsed while playing football 
at school. 

Aidan, of Elm Terrace, Tivi- 
dale, collapsed at Ormiston 
Sandwell Community 
Academy last Friday. 

The hearing at Smethwick 
Council House heard on 
Wednesday that Aidan com¬ 
plained of chest pains before 
collapsing. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain said the 
youngster was taken to hos¬ 
pital where he suffered a 
cardiac arrest and could not 
be revived. 

The inquest was adjourned 
to a date to be fixed. 

Aidan’s mother Jackie Muir 
paid tribute to her son. She 
said: “He was such a kind, 
happy person who always 
had a smile for everyone. 

“He was a great friend 
and a great son. He was 
caring, loving and loyal, with 
a great sense of humour. 
He...will always have a place 
in our hearts.” 

The principal of the 
Lower City Road school has 
also paid tribute to the keen 
sportsman, and friends have 
expressed their grief by 
laying flowers and lighting 
candles at the school.

Pub boss forced out by competition 


THE boss of a 120-year-old 
Oldbury pub is stepping 
down at the end of the 
month because business 
plummeted when a £1 
million pub opened next 
door. 

Andrew Gale has run the 
Waggon and Horses for 13 
years. 

But since JD Wether- 
spoons opened its pub the 
Court of Requests next door 
in Church Street, in 
January, Mr Gale said busi¬ 
ness had dried up. He said he 
had no option but to leave. 

He will pour his last pint 
on November 30. 

Mr Gale, aged 50, said: “I 
am leaving after 13 years 
because that Wetherspoons 
has just killed me. 

“My trade has virtually 
halved so before I sink I am 
getting out. I am giving the 
pub back to the brewery so 
what they do with it, I don’t 
know. 

Customers 

“It is a lovely pub, but it is 
getting people in. 

“My lunchtime trade has 
been decimated. My trade 
has dropped a lot but I have 
got regular customers and I 
will miss them. 

“My tenancy was up for 
renewal and I don’t feel I 
have got a future here for the 
next three years.” 

Mr Gale bitterly opposed 
the application for the 
Wetherspoons pub and was 
on the verge of throwing in 
the towel when the scheme 
was approved by Sandwell 
Council. 

However, he decided to 
stay and fight to see what 
the impact would be. The 
Waggon and Horses, built in 
1890, is Oldbury’s oldest 
pub dating back 121 years.

THE devastated family of a 21-year- 
old who died on his birthday in a sus¬ 
pected hit-and-run tragedy paid 
tribute to him as a kind man who 
would do anything for anyone. 

Tom Cox was walking to meet his girlfriend at a bus 
stop when he was struck by a car in Dudley Road, 
Sedgley. It happened on Saturday. 


Tom died from his injuries 
in hospital on Sunday. 

A former pupil of Will- 
ingsworth High School in 
Tipton, Tom spent his birth¬ 
day with his parents Debbie 
and Leslie. 

He left on his BMX bike to 
meet his girlfriend. He left 
his bike at her parents’ 
home near Dudley Road, 
before heading to the bus 
stop to meet her. But he 
never got there. 

His aunt Maxine Round, 
of Tipton said Tom would be 
missed by all his family, 
including his sister Emma 
and brothers Danny, Tony 
and Luke. 

Tom had been diagnosed 
with epilepsy and was 
unable to work, but had 
been getting better and was 
looking to the future. 

Friends 

Mrs Round, aged 42, said: 
“He was a quiet lad and just 
wanted to spend his birth¬ 
day with his family and girl¬ 
friend. He had lots of 
friends, and was very socia¬ 
ble, and you always saw him 
out and about with them.” 

Devastated friends and 
relatives have been laying 
bouquets at the scene of the 
tragedy, about 200 yards 
from The Leopard pub. 

Mrs Round said the family 
had been touched by the 
support they had received. 

She said that Tom’s family 
were very grateful to the 
people who looked after him 
after he was knocked down, 
and the emergency services

who did everything they 
could to save him. 

One person who heard the 
crash was said to have 
rushed out with a blanket to 
keep Tom warm. 

Mrs Round said: “He was 
very well liked. He was 
lovely and kind. He would do 
anything for anyone. He 
enjoyed his music and com¬ 
puter games. He was very 
much loved and will be badly 
missed.” 

She added: “He comes 
from a very close family, and 
he was very good friends 
with his brothers and sister. 
Everyone is devastated.” 

Among the flowers left at 
the scene was a bouquet 
with a note saying: “Tom, 
my dear son. You will be 
missed very much. Thinking 
of you always. Never be for¬ 
gotten, love Mum and Dad.” 

The driver of the car fled 
after the collision. A 21- 
year-old man later handed 
himself in to police. 

He was questioned and 
has been released on bail 
until a date in January. 


Plan for 
1,000 new 
homes at 
empty site 

UP to 1,000 homes and open 
space will be created on an 
80-acre site of contaminated 
land at a former sewage 
works in Wednesbury, under 
new plans. 

Land at Bescot Sidings, 
adjoining Friar Park Road 
and Kent Road, has been 
vacant for more than 50 
years. 

Officers at Sandwell 
Council, which owns the 
land with Midland Land 
Portfolio, formerly Severn 
Trent, say preparing it for 
homes will boost the 
economy, ease Sandwell’s 
homes shortage and bring in 
council tax revenue. 

The site may incorporate 
another 22 acres, occupied 
by Phoenix Collegiate’s 
north campus. 

A council report says the 
contaminated site “blights 
the landscape in the north of 
the borough”. 

It adds that redevelop¬ 
ment could, in the longer 
term, create more than 800 
new houses, remove a vast 
area of underused land, and 
significantly regenerate the 
local physical environ¬ 
ment.” 

Once reclaimed the site 
will provide 33 hectares for a 
combination of residential 
and public open space with 
potential for up to a 1,000 
homes. 

Councillors were due to 
discuss the plans this week. 

Free parking 
is approved 

SHOPPERS in Sandwell 
will get free car parking on 
weekends leading up to 
Christmas Day. 

Borough neighbourhoods 
boss Councillor Ian Jones 
gave the green light to lift 
charges at car parks on Sat¬ 
urdays and Sundays on 
three weekends leading up 
to Christmas. But he also 
approved plans to double the 
cost of parking in Sandwell 
and introduce charges at 19 
sites. 

He said the moves were 
planned to give some cheer 
to traders and shoppers 
while allowing the council to 
break even.

Man caught trying to throw drugs into jail 


A MAN caught trying to hurl parcels 
containing drugs and mobile phones 
over the perimeter wall of Winson 
Green prison has been jailed for 18 
months. 

CCTV operators spotted Daniel 
Knight acting suspiciously and 
hiding in bushes near the site on 
October 12 last year. 

Prison-based police officer Dc Jim 
Farrell gave chase and, with help 


from the police’s dog unit, found the 
30-year-old hiding under a car in 
Talbot Street. 

Drugs, phones and phone acces¬ 
sories were found by sniffer dogs in 
the undergrowth. A later search of 
Knight’s home revealed 17 phone 
boxes and the equipment identity 
numbers matched 10 handsets that 
had previously been seized by prison 
staff from inmates. 


Forensic examinations on other 
packages found in the prison were 
also linked to Knight by DNA. 

Knight, formerly of Wednesbury 
Oak Road, Tipton, admitted four 
counts of conveying items into 
prison and two further counts of 
attempting to convey contraband 
goods. He was jailed for 18 months 
at Birmingham Crown Court on 
November 8. 


Dc Farrell who received an award 
for chasing Knight is part of a team 
at the category B jail, which is 
tasked with reducing “throw-over” 
and contraband smuggling offences. 

It is the only such prison-based 
unit in the country. He said: “Crimi¬ 
nality is no more acceptable here 
than it is out on the streets. There 
are rules here and any serious 
breaches will be investigated.” 


Albion fans top table 
for arrests at games 
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ALMOST 200 supporters of West Midlands 
football clubs were arrested during matches 
last season, according to new figures. 
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And there are 211 fans banned from attending any sports 
stadium in Europe after they were caught causing trouble 
during games while supporting the region’s clubs. 

In the Black Country, West Bromwich Albion topped the 
table with 44 arrests during the club’s Premier League 
2011-12 campaign. There were 41 arrests ofWolves fans, 39 
- of Villa fans, three of Walsall

on way 
for carers 

MORE than 30,000 carers in 
Sandwell have received a 
boost after it was revealed 
that the Carers’ Trust has 
been named as the Co-oper¬ 
ative’s charity of the year for 
2013. 

The charity works to 
improve support, services 
and recognition for carers in 
the UK. 

It will now benefit from 
the Co-operative’s 100,000 
staff helping to raise money 
to support the cause. 

The funds will help 
reduce feelings of isolation 
and provide breaks, infor¬ 
mation, advice and support 
for young adults who 
provide care. 

The Co-op selects a new 
partner charity every two 
years. In 2011, the Co-op’s 
staff, members and cus¬ 
tomers raised £7.2 million 
for Mencap and its sister 
charity ENABLE Scotland. 

It is hoped that the new 
partnership will work to 
transform the lives of young 
adult carers. Figures show 
they are more than twice as 
likely not to be in education, 
employment or training and 
many have not taken a 
break of two days or more 
since they started caring.

Wolves has more football 
banning orders in place than 
any other club in the Black 
Country, with 46 supporters 
subjected to a ban.

Nationally, the number of 
arrests from football 
matches involving teams 
from England and Wales has 
dropped by nearly a quarter.

An average of less than 
one - or 0.72 - arrests were 
made per match, according 
to the figures, released by 
the Home Office 

Banning orders have been 
used since 2000 to tackle 
football disorder, which once 
scarred the sport. Banning 
orders, which are time- 
limited, dropped to 2,750 
from 3,173 nationally. 

Policing and criminal 
justice minister Damian 
Green said the figures were 
“testament to our hugely 
successful model of football 
policing.” 

“Where hooliganism was 
once described as ‘the 
English disease’, we now set 
an example for others to 
follow,” he said.

Landmark 
is in need 
of tenants 

TENANTS are being sought 
for the ground floor of a West 
Bromwich landmark, to help 
finance its redevelopment. 

Raj Lai, the owner of DR 
Developments in Birming¬ 
ham, bought the Grade II 
listed Astle House, in High 
Street, last September. It 
dates from 1883 and was 
originally occupied by print¬ 
ing and publishing group 
Kenrick & Jefferson. 

Mr Lai plans to convert 
the building into commer¬ 
cial space on the ground 
floor with 14 apartments on 
top. 

It follows the resolution of 
talks with chiefs of the 
neighbouring Astle Retail 
Park. 

Mr Lai says he is seeking 
tenants to rent it as a com¬ 
mercial site, or even a 
restaurant.

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Projects 
set for 

£640k 

funding 

FINANCE chiefs in 
Sandwell are set to approve 
plans to allocate £640,000 to 
two projects in the Black 
Country. 

Sandwell Council which is 
the accountable body for the 
Black Country Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership, is 
expected to approve plans 
for £40,000 to be allocated 
for a feasibility study into 
superfast broadband in the 
Black Country, and a 
£600,000 loan to the Wolver¬ 
hampton Canal Side 
Quarter to go towards 
moving a liquid petroleum 
gas storage facility. 

The two projects had been 
approved by Black Country 
Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship to be offered Growing 
Places funding. 

In September BT 
requested £40,000 for a fea¬ 
sibility study for the Black 
Country draft local broad¬ 
band plan, and subject to the 
outcome of the study the 
group would allocate a 
further £500,000 to the plan. 

The Wolverhampton 
Canalside Quarter had 
applied for the funding to 
support the relocation of a 
liquid petroleum gas storage 
facility based at Carvers, to 
allow the next stage of the 
regeneration of the Canal- 
side Quarter to get started. 

Finance boss Councillor 
Steve Eling was expected to 
approve the plans at a 
meeting this week. 

15 jobs on 
the way at 
new plant 

FIFTEEN jobs will be 
created at an £8 million 
power plant being built in 
the Black Country. 

Intervate has ploughed 
the cash into the project 
which will be set up at the 
Portersfield Road Industrial 
Estate in Cradley Heath. 

When operational, before 
the end of 2013, the plant 
will produce enough electric¬ 
ity each year for 8,500 
homes. 

The plant will use up to 
25,000 tons a year of waste 
wood, which would have 
gone to landfill and waste 
paper and cardboard which 
is no longer capable of being 
recycled. 

It uses advanced technol¬ 
ogy to convert the waste 
material into electricity. 

Recruitment will start 
early next year. 


Serco riding high with £5.6bn contracts 


SERCO, the company that handles rubbish 
collections in Sandwell and education in 
Walsall, has seen its performance pick up in 
the second half of the year after winning 
new contracts worth £5.6 billion. 

Despite what it called challenging condi¬ 
tions in the United States, Serco last week 
announced that it was seeing strong growth 
in the second half of the year. It expects to 
hit its financial targets for the year. 

At the halfway point, Serco had a £19.4bn 
order book but has won a further £1.4bn 
since then, including the £350 million deal 
to run ferries to Scotland’s Northern Isles, 


£140m to run Suffolk’s community health 
contract, and a £175m deal to run support 
services for asylum seekers. 

Serco is running a 25-year £650m con¬ 
tract to manage waste services in Sandwell. 
As part of this agreement, it has started 
work building a £10m waste treatment 
plant in West Bromwich which is set to 
create 100 jobs. 

It has run education services in Walsall 
since 2001 but the £345m contract is being 
brought to an end, five months early, in 
April, when 345 staff are transferred back to 
the council. 


Serco was brought in to improve educa¬ 
tion standards in the borough, but Walsall 
Council decided to end the contract, citing 
“major changes to government policy” such 
as the increasing number of academies. 

This year, Serco has started a £430m con¬ 
tract to run call centres for home shopping 
retailer Shop Direct Group and a £170m 
deal to run for pensions group Aegon. 

Chief executive Christopher Hyman said: 
“I am pleased with the developments across 
the group, and particularly our operational 
achievements including the significant new 
contracts.” 


Serco announced a 2 per cent like-for-like 
decline in revenue but, with the new con¬ 
tracts, is confident this should turn round to 
an 8 per cent improvement by the end of its 
financial year. 

Worldwide, Serco employs around 70,000 
people running prisons, cleaning nuclear 
missile silos and managing air traffic 
control centres. 

In America, it has military contracts 
including systems engineering support for 
the US intelligence agency. It also runs 
immigration services for Australia and 
buses in India. 


Failure of historic foundry 
threatens dozens of jobs 


AN historic Smethwick foundry 
has gone into administration 
putting jobs under threat. 

Gabriel & Company has been hit by a 
sudden downturn in orders and an out¬ 
standing contract which was not paid. The 
Cornwall Road firm used to employ 42 
workers but around a quarter have already 
been made redundant. It is now in the 
hands of administrators PKF. 

Managing director John Gabriel said 
there had been a “serious error of judg¬ 
ment” on the company’s part that meant 
an outstanding contract - about £90,000 - 
did not have to be paid. 

“The orders dropped off significantly in 
August and September and that made it 
difficult for us to recover that debt,” he 
said. “I am bemused I am suddenly in this 
situation. Our customers find it terrifying, 
shocking. We’re looking at all options to 
keep the business going.” 

Manufacturer 

Mr Gabriel said there had been a change 
of management since the error was made. 

Founded in 1884, Gabriel & Company 
built a reputation as a leading manufac¬ 
turer of stainless steel castings and fabrica¬ 
tions. It turned over about £3 million last 
year. 

The firm offers products from alloy steel 
castings and machine castings for industry 
to street furniture and handrails. 

PKF said in a statement: “We are 
working with the management to sell the 
business as a going concern and have been 
trying to identify interested parties. We 
have been encouraged by the interest. We 
are continuing to trade with the loyal 
staff.” 

After 126 years in Birmingham and 
Tyseley, in 2010 Gabriel & Company 
moved to larger premises in Smethwick 
and invested in a new £500,000 foundry.

Family gathers to launch 
book on vc war hero Bill 


THE family of a navy war hero 
from Smethwick who was 
awarded the Victoria Cross, gath¬ 
ered to launch a book about him. 

Able Seaman Bill Savage was 29 when he 
was awarded the Victoria Cross posthu¬ 
mously for bravery during a raid at St 
Nazaire, France, in 1942. 

And more than 15 family members were 
at St Mary’s Church, Bearwood, for the 
Smethwick at War Roadshow, where histo¬ 
rian Chris Sutton’s book on Mr Savage was 
unveiled. 

The book, From Smethwick to St 
Nazaire - the Life of Bill Savage VC, tells 
how Bill turned his gun on scores of enemy 
targets in the battle, despite being con¬ 
stantly under fire himself. 

His relatives spoke of their pride and said 
his actions would never be forgotten. His 
Victoria Cross is at the National Maritime 
Museum in London and can only be seen by 
appointment. It was sold by his late wife 
Doris more than 20 years ago. 

Grandchildren 

Nieces Jeanne Davies and Jacque 
Downing were joined by their children and 
grandchildren at the event. They met Bill’s 
brother Jim’s nephew by marriage, Pete 
Beddows, 65, and his wife Janet, 64, for the 
first time. 

Mr Beddows heard about the celebration 
when he went to a history talk by Mr Sutton 
a few weeks ago - and was surprised to find 
he was related to the subject of Mr Sutton’s 
new book. 

The retired engineering works manager, 
of Rock, near Bewdley, said: “Jim never 
spoke that much about the war, but we 
knew what Bill had achieved. It has been 
really good to see everyone here today.” 

Jacque said: “Remembrance is all about 
keeping the memory alive for future gener¬ 
ations and this is part of that.” 

Jeanne, who was one of last people to see 
Bill before he died, added: “We are his last 
remaining descendants and we are all very 
proud of him. I saw him just before he was 
going back to the battle. He had hurt his leg 
and had been in hospital and they had a 
replacement lined up for him, but he dis¬ 
charged himself.” 

The St Nazaire Raid was a daring opera¬ 
tion by the Army, Navy and Air Force involv-

ing more than 600 men, and five VCs and 
131 decorations were awarded. 

The aim of the raid was to sail up the 
Loire estuary and destroy the only dry dock 
on the Atlantic seaboard capable of holding 
the German battleship Tirpitz, by ramming 
it with the destroyer HMS Campbeltown 
loaded with explosives. 

The Campbeltown was escorted by 16 
motor gunboats, a motor torpedo boat and a 


motor gunboat. Only seven of the escort 
boats made it home. 

The destroyer got to her destination with 
success and the crew evacuated. Through¬ 
out the crucial hours, Bill’s motor gunboat 
kept up a rain of shelling although under 
constant fire. 

Within 250 yards of the shore, Bill 
destroyed a German concrete pill box, 
silencing the most troublesome enemy gun. 


But tragically, he was killed at his post. His 
body was taken back to for burial at Fal¬ 
mouth. 

Bill, born in Raglan Avenue, Smethwick, 
had six older brothers and attended Cape 
Hill School. He followed his father into 
Mitchells & Butlers at the Cape Hill 
Brewery. Two years after marrying child¬ 
hood sweetheart Doris Hobbs he joined the 
Royal Navy.

To be in with a chance of getting a 
slice of the money, clubs need to sign 
up to become members of the sports 
club partnership - the annual sub¬ 
scription is £35. 

Then there is an application form 
in which to explain the club’s 
impact. 

Application 

A spokesperson said all applica¬ 
tions would be assessed equally and 
the strongest would be funded. 

The aim of the partnership is to 
support clubs and to ensure funding 
gets to where it is most needed.

The firm said there were no immediate 
plans for redundancies but “it will depend 
on how far it goes”. 

Castings, which has traded for 150 years, 
employs more than 1,000 people at its 
Brownhills base and at Fradley Park, Lich¬ 
field. 

Boss David Gawthorpe said that the 
future was “very uncertain” because of the 
economic climate. Its main market is parts 
for the heavy truck industry and the 
company has seen a 20 per cent fall in orders 
in the last two months. 

Mr Gawthorpe said this was mainly 
because of the situation in the Eurozone and

also the decline in the construction industry. 

He said the reduced production was 
having an impact on how many people were 
employed. 

“We are not making redundancies directly 
as a result of the downturn but it will 
depend on how far it goes,” he said. 

Castings opened a new warehouse as part 
of £5.5million expansion plans in March. 
There were hopes for 145 jobs but they are 
now on hold. But Mr Gawthorpe said people 
were still being replaced if they left and 
some were being taken on for specific proj¬ 
ects. 

More than 60 per cent of Castings’ 
turnover is from exports. It saw sales in the 
six months to the end of September fall to 
£60.4m, down £3.6m on the same period last 
year. It had record turnover of £126.3m and 
profits of £23.lm for 2011-12.

The 1940s scheme for Stowlawn’s Greens 


End of the war brought 
boom in council housing 


The second of two articles exploring 
the history of council housing in the 
Black Country 

THE first thing many think of when 
they hear the words ‘council estate’ 
is high rise flats. 

But as we saw in the first half of our 
story, there were more than 50 years of 
municipal house building before tower 
blocks went up in the Black Country - and 
much of this is still standing. 

The end of the Second World War saw 
another boom in council housing in 
England. But there were questions over 
the particular approach taken during the 
earlier growth of social housing. 

In the 1940s there was a desire to 
produce better-designed estates. The so- 
called cottage estates of the 1920s and 30s 
had been criticised for being drab. They 
were also thought to have added to a loss 
of community spirit in the transfer from 
tightly-knit neighbourhoods of Victorian

town centre courts and terraces. 

One result was the attempt in some 
places - Bilston for example - to design 
estates that would allow communities to 
flourish. The 1940s plan for Stowlawn 
with groups of houses clustered around a 
green was part of this. 

There was also new pressure to stop the 
encroachment into the countryside. But 
in the Black Country this did not mean the 
growth of the conurbation was finished. 

Reality 

The post-war period saw the construc¬ 
tion of what is the largest council estate on 
the edge of rural Staffordshire. Opened in 
1955, Ashmore Park was in Wednesfield 
but it was created as overspill for Wolver¬ 
hampton. It was claimed to be the biggest 
council estate in Europe at the time. 


But during the 1950s dreams of garden 
suburbs and higher quality public housing 
started to fall by the wayside. Although 
the Stowlawn plan became a reality, by the 
1960s the greens were built on, owing to 
pressure for more homes in less space. 

Flats had been introduced into the 
Black Country by 1950, but by the early 
60s they had become higher, and a main¬ 
stay of the house-building programme. 

Huge clusters of tower blocks grew up in 
Black Country towns - Windmill Lane in 
Smethwick, Paddock Lane, Walsall, Heath 
Town, Wolverhampton, and perhaps the 
largest, near the Delph locks in Brierley 
Hill. 

There are no figures for the number of 
tower blocks in the Black Country but they 
may have numbered 200. Many survive 
but many have been demolished - in 
Sandwell, as many as half the total stock.

£1.5111 investment planned 
to revamp health centre 


A HEALTH centre in Tipton will be 
transformed with a £1.5 million 
extension and refurbishment to 
bring it up-to-date. 

Bosses at Sandwell Primary Care Trust 
have applied to the council to extend and 
refurbish Neptune Health Park. The plans 
also show the charity Murray Hall Commu¬ 
nity Trust and the Citizens Advice Bureau 
will be moving out of the Sedgley Road West 


premises to create more space. The centre 
provides GP services, podiatry, physiother¬ 
apy and x-ray services, and it also has facili¬ 
ties for minor surgery and a pharmacy. 

The trust hopes to build three extensions 
which will mean that they can increase the 
number of consulting rooms available for 
GPs and the other Primary Care Trust facil¬ 
ities, reorganise and improve existing facili¬ 
ties to provide a more efficient service and 
install an improved electronic check-in 


service and hospital appointment booking 
service. 

A report to council chiefs says: “Moderni¬ 
sation is needed to bring the hospital up to 
the current standards as far as possible 
within the constraints of the existing build¬ 
ing, in order to improve the environment for 
patients and staff and to improve the effec¬ 
tiveness of the service provided.” 

Trust spokesperson Diane Harrison said: 
“Sandwell Primary Care Trust is investing 


£1.5m in a project to refurbish Neptune 
Health Park to provide improved services 
for patients. 

Transport bosses have revealed they will 
be improving bus links with the centre. 
Centro and bus operators announced there 
would be more services to Sandwell Hospi¬ 
tal, Neptune Health Park and Rowley Regis 
Hospital as well as improved links to rail and 
Metro services.

£80k lost on bid to 
move council tenants 

MORE than £80,000 was lost by a London borough on a 
failed drive to move families more than 130 miles to live in 
Walsall. 

Council chiefs in Waltham Forest wanted to relocate res¬ 
idents into 27 properties in Pleck to help ease waiting lists 
in their area. But many objected, just five tenants took up 
the offer, most of those have returned to London. 

Council bosses in Walsall raised concerns about the con¬ 
troversial lease agreement with a private landlord when it 
came to light in earlier this year. 

Figures reveal that Waltham Forest spent more than 
£97,000 on leasing the flats but only made an estimated 
£12,700 back in rent. The units have now been taken on by 
Walsall Housing Group. 

Waltham Forest housing chief councillor Marie Pye said: 
“The arrangement...proved to be unsuitable for the major¬ 
ity of people. We therefore negotiated an arrangement with 
a local housing association to pass the units on for more 
local use and we’re pleased Walsall Housing Group were 
able to take the properties.”

Consultants will need to decide if 
areas such as High Bullen and the 
Town Hall and civic buildings in 
Holyhead Road should be protected. 

English Heritage named Wednes- 
bury Market Place in its Heritage At 
Risk Register for 2012. 

Though its current condition was 
described as fair, it was also seen as 
deteriorating. 

It is hoped a master plan for the 
town’s heart will allow regeneration 
chiefs to strike a balance between its 
history and the need to modernise.

The Treaty of Versailles in 1919 bears 
testimony to this, as it merely paved the 
way for Nazi Germany.

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Petition calls for CCTV 
to protect tower block

views, rural landscapes and animal por¬ 
traits. Artist Carol Biddle said: “This is 
the seventh annual exhibition. It is open 
during library opening hours and most 
works are on sale..” 

The exhibition is closed on Thurs¬ 
days. 


DOZENS of people have 
signed a petition calling for 
CCTV cameras to be 
installed at a tower block in 
Wednesbury to tackle anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

The petition from 55 households 
of Russell House - 72 per cent of the 
occupants in the block - has been 
handed in to Sandwell Homes which 
manages the block for the council. 

The issue will be discussed at a 
meeting by the borough’s housing 
chief, Councillor Simon Hackett, 
but an inital consultation with resi¬ 
dents has taken place. 

A report to Councillor Hackett 
says only 30 households - 39 per 
cent of occupants - replied to the 
consultation. 

Of those, 70 per cent - 21 house¬ 
holds - stated they were not in 
favour of having CCTV cameras 
fitted. 

Control 

Sandwell Homes will be asked to 
obtain a clear position on the desire 
for CCTV and concierge services at 
Russell House by extending the con¬ 
sultation. 

Sandwell Homes opened its CCTV 
and concierge control room in 
Oldbury in May 2010, and half of the 
57 high-rise flats in the borough 
receive the services. 

Tenants and leaseholders who 
receive CCTV and concierge serv¬ 
ices pay weekly service charges as 
part of their rent - £3.55 and £3.04 
respectively. 

The organisation is currently 
developing plans to expand services 
to other high-rise blocks in the 
borough.

Metal detecting pair uncover 
seventh century Saxon pendant 


TREASURE from the seventh 
century has been discovered 
by two metal detecting enthu¬ 
siasts. 

West Bromwich father-of-two Patrick 
Etheridge and his friend Danny 
O’Beirnes, of Birmingham, found the 
gold pendant on farmland in Meriden. 

About the size of a 10 pence piece, the 
Anglo Saxon pendant features designs 
and patterns consistent with items 
from the famous Staffordshire Hoard 
that was uncovered in 2009. It is now 


being kept in the British Museum in 
London where it is being analysed. The 
pair said they were “over the moon” at 
the find. 

“Dan was walking across the field 
when suddenly he shouted ‘come and 
have a look at this’,” said steel worker 
Mr Etheridge, of Law Street. 

“When we got in touch with the finds 
liaison officer we were told it was 
Saxon. The feeling is amazing. I can’t 
explain it.” 

Mr Etheridge has been metal detect¬ 
ing for 40 years in Wolverhampton, 


Dudley and Dartmouth Park in West 
Bromwich. He has uncovered thou¬ 
sands of items including a silver Roman 
brooch in Lichfield. But he said the dis¬ 
covery of the pendant, which was about 
five inches below the surface, was defi¬ 
nitely among the best finds. 

He has been told analysis will take 
between 18 months and two years. 

Ian Richardson, treasure registrar 
from the British Museum’s Portable 
Antiquities and Treasures Department, 
confirmed they had received the 
pendant.

Police raid on industrial 
unit uncovers vodka still 


Zumba-thon for charity

TWO Black Country mothers are 
hoping to exercise their way to 
fundraising success after organising 
a week-long Zumba marathon. 

The Zumba sessions, which will 
take place over five days and five dif¬ 
ferent venues, will raise funds for 
Children in Need. 

Kay Williams aged 31, and her 
friend Lorna Fletcher, aged 27, who 


both live on Ivy Road, Tipton, 
decided to organise the event along 
with Tipton Sure Start after both 
benefitting from Children in Need 
funds. 

The first Zumba event was held at 
St John’s Church in Tipton. Others 
were run at the Tipton Sure Start 
Centre and Tipton Sports Academy. 


AN illicit vodka still was set up to 
make thousands of litres of illegal 
booze that was potentially dan¬ 
gerous if drunk, a court was told. 

A raid found 12,000 litres of fake Arctic 
Ice vodka at the still, which would have been 
sold at £45 a case, producing a potential 
profit of up to £137,000. 

Three Black Country men have admitted 
the attempted evasion of excise duty at 
Birmingham Crown Court. 

The court heard the still cost around 
£45,000 to set up in an industrial unit at 
Brewery Street, Aston, Birmingham. 

It was shut down by Revenue and 
Customs investigators two weeks after the 
rental agreement on the premises had been 
signed, prosecutor Mr Daniel White said. 

He added: “It had all the equipment 
needed to produce and bottle Arctic Ice 
vodka. There were 12,000 litres of illegally 
produced vodka on which £137,000 duty 
would have been evaded. It was not suitable 
for human consumption.” 

Michael Woodlock arrived at the premises 
in his Mercedes with Gavin Berrow and Alex 
Rollason as the still was being raided on July 
19 last year, the court heard. 

Woodlock, aged 52, from from Greswold 
Street, West Bromwich, admitted being paid 
£400 a week to find a suitable site for the 
still, set it up and organise paperwork, the 
court heard. Berrow, 42, of Amblecote Road, 
Brierley Hill, had been paid £200 a time to 
deliver equipment while Rollason, aged 19, 
from Halesowen Road, Old Hill, had been an 
odd job man, the court heard. 

All three were remanded on uncondi¬ 
tional bail until January 18.

A grand entrance for 
shoppers old and new 



MULTI-MILLION pound 
plans to revamp a West 
Bromwich shopping centre are 
set to go ahead. 

After planning permission to 
modernise Queens Square shop¬ 
ping centre was granted earlier 
this year, Sandwell Council has 
signed a works agreement and new 
long term lease for the centre. 

The move means that Fairacre - 
acting on behalf of Queens Square’s 
owners - can now begin to transform 
the shopping centre in the heart of the 
town. 

Refurbishment work will include a 


new main High Street entrance, 
improved malls and new toilets. 

It will also be given a new brighter 
feel thanks to plans to introduce more 
daylight into the shopping centre. 

Nearly £7 million, including a £3 
million contribution by Sandwell 
Council, will be invested in improving 
the shopping centre in the coming 
years. 

The first phase of the work, which 
will see improved malls and the new 
entrance installed, will get under way 
in the new year and be completed by 
spring 2014. 

It will complement other work cur¬ 
rently being carried out by Tesco at the 
shopping centre to link it to the New 


Square development, as well as an 
ongoing council project to revamp the 
pedestrianised High Street with new 
paving, seating, lighting and landscap¬ 
ing. 

Fairacre has been involved with the 
Queens Square Shopping Centre since 
2010 and now takes control of its day- 
to-day running as part of the new lease. 

As well as attracting new businesses 
to the shopping centre they will 
examine new ways of maximising use 
of malls such as introducing event and 
performance space. 

Sandwell Council will continue to be 
the freeholder of Queens Square as 
well as own and operate the adjacent 
car park.

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Jobs and apprenticeships through development 


A NUMBER of new apprenticeship 
placements have been created for local 
people through the construction of the 
New Square development in West 
Bromwich. 

Sand well Council, Tesco and con¬ 
struction contractors VINCI Construc¬ 
tion UK are providing 14 
apprenticeship places during the con¬ 
struction process, enabling students to 
gain on-the-job experience. 

The programme, which is part of 
Sandwell Council’s Think Local initia¬ 
tive, includes a range of placements for 
apprentice bricklayers, ground 
workers, an assistant engineer and an 
office administrator. 

Electrical and plumbing placements 
are also being planned in during the 


project. The placements last a 
minimum of 12 weeks and provide 
opportunities for the apprentices to 
gain access to long term employment. 

Richard Barrell, project manager for 
Tesco, said: “We have worked closely 
with Sandwell to make the project a 
success in the total regeneration of the 
town and this includes looking where 
we can benefit job opportunities for 
local people before and after the scheme 
opens.” 

New Square will create 2,000 new full 
and part-time jobs for the area when the 
scheme opens in 2013. In the meantime, 
VINCI Construction UK believes the 
apprentices will gain valuable skills 
while working with them. 

Sean Delaney, senior project manager 


VINCI Construction UK Building 
North, added: “At the end of the place¬ 
ments, we hope the apprentices will 
have learnt more than just their skills, 
but have a good understanding of many 
facets of developing a major scheme of 
this kind. 

“They will also know they have 
played a part in creating a fantastic new 
retail and leisure part of the town that 
will bring prosperity for generations to 
come.” 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member 
for jobs and the economy, Councillor 
Derek Rowley, believes Tesco’s new 
scheme is already bringing benefits to 
the town. He said: “We are all now 
seeing the development take shape. It 
looks fantastic.” 


New route to 
regeneration 


T HE new £25 million A41 
underpass in West 
Bromwich has been offi¬ 
cially opened, speeding up 
traffic flow along the dual car¬ 
riageway which runs from the 
M5 Junction 1. 

It will be playing a major part in 
unlocking West Bromwich for the 
massive multi-million pound 
regeneration in the town centre 
that is already under way. 

As a result of the scheme the 
capacity of the junction will 
increase from 70,000 to 115,000 
vehicles per day. The new under¬ 
pass is seen as a major boost for the 
regeneration of the town centre 
which is already well under way. 

Sandwell cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services, Council¬ 
lor Ian Jones, said: “This has been 


a massive project made all the 
more difficult by the fact that we 
have been determined to keep 
traffic flowing throughout the 
period of the construction. 

“I have nothing but praise for 
everyone concerned in this massive 
project. At times it has been a logis¬ 
tical nightmare, but they have kept 
everything moving at a pace.” 

Benefit 

Councillor Jones said the new 
underpass will improve access into 
West Bromwich town centre and 
help reduce delays and congestion 
from traffic leaving Junction 1 of 
the M5. It would also benefit com¬ 
muters and help bus service relia¬ 
bility.

THE police are working closely 
with retail outlets to combat theft 
and robberies in West Bromwich 
town centre. 

Through the use of an enhanced 
radio system between the police team 
and retail outlets, officers have been 
able to immediately identify and 
attend the exact location where offend¬ 
ers have been detained. 

The hand-held radio system gives 
retail and security staff in the town 
centre a direct line of communication 
with local police officers. 

This enables information to be 
passed on effectively and efficiently. 


As a result, this has brought down 
the level of theft, which is reflected in 
the figures below: 

• Between September 1 and 
November 14 2012 there has been a 
reduction in theft from shops and stalls 
by 61.8 per cent. 

• Between the same dates there has 
been a reduction in robbery by 27.27 
per cent. 

‘Trusted Traders’ is a new initiative 
that has been adopted in the town 
centre to prevent the trade of stolen 
goods. 

There are various methods used to 
assess the authenticity of products 


being sold, with the aim of the scheme 
being to deter offenders from selling 
stolen property to businesses within 
West Bromwich town centre. 

It will also ensure that where goods 
are unknowingly purchased by busi¬ 
nesses, officers will have positive lines 
of enquiry to trace the offenders bring¬ 
ing in the goods.

This is a fascinating 
edition of the series - in fact, the only bad thing 
about it is it’s also the last one. 

John Bishop’s Big Year 
BBC1, 9.30pm 

You could be forgiven, after reading the title of 
this programme, that it’s all about what John 
Bishop got up to during 2012. But in fact, he’s 
taking a look back at 2012 in general - and what 
an amazing period it was. Even if only the 
Olympics had taken place, it would have been a 
great year, but add that to the Paralympics and 
the Queen’s Golden Jubilee, and you’ve got 
something very special indeed. But bad - or at 
least disappointing - things occurred too, 
including the continuation of the recession. 
Bishop’s response to all these events, and more, 
has been filmed as a stand-up routine performed 
in front of a live studio audience - and rather 
hilarious it is, too. 


J ust a few years ago, Tony and 
Christine Clark were living the 
high life. 

Their parenting days were long 
gone, they had a pleasant ex-pat life 
in Spain and a long and happy 
retirement ahead of them - or so 
they thought. 

As it turned out, the deteriorating 
health of their two sons forced them 
back to the UK. 

The Curious Case of the Clark 
Brothers (Channel 4, 9pm) outlines 
the plight of Matthew, who’s 39, and 
Michael, 42. They suffer from an 
age-defying disease that’s made 
them regress to childhood in front of 
Tony and Christine’s eyes - 
reminiscent of Brad Pitt’s character 
Benjamin Button in the 2008 film. 

Devastating as it is, the two 
brothers were fine until their late 
thirties and had lived completely 
healthy, normal lives. But what they 
didn’t realise was that their brains 
were carrying a deadly psychological 
time bomb; a rare and little-known 
condition called leukodystrophy. 

The condition causes a 
progressive loss of every _ 


neurological function - speech, 
memory, movement, sight, hearing, 
touch, eating and swallowing - 
meaning they need round-the-clock 
care from Tony and Christine. 

After abandoning their once 
mapped-out life abroad, Tony and 
Christine now live in a cramped one- 
bedroom flat, where they keep a 
constant eye on their ‘boys! 

Having watched both men marry, 
and Matthew become a father, and 
Michael join the RAF, the condition 
is simply heartbreaking for Tony and 
Christine. 

Earlier this year, Tony explained to 
the Daily Mail: ‘There are no words to 
describe how we feel. It’s devastating. 

“Christine and I lay on the sofa 
each night and the tears flow very 
freely. Our biggest fear is that they 
will outlive us and then who will look 
after them?” 

He goes on to explain just what 
day-to-day living is like with the boys. 

“When Matthew wakes up, he is in a 
state of confusion and throws himself 
about. He looks afraid, and says: 
‘Mummy, help me,’?" he explains. 


“Michael is the opposite. He 
wakes up happy and the first thing 
he does is blow a cheeky raspberry 
at us. 

“The boys are unable to dress 
themselves, so we get them ready 
and then we do something to get 
Matthew’s mind focused again, like 
playing a board game. 

“Mealtimes are a bit of a challenge. 
They make a hell of a mess between 
them. It’s very much like feeding two 
toddlers. Michael holds the fork too 
near the prongs and spills it.” 

However, when all is said and 
done, a parent’s love will never falter, 
no matter how different or difficult the 
child. 

“It’s very hard. Seeing what has 
happened to them is so painful for 
us,” Christine explains. “We just want 
to make them as happy as they can 
be. We’re their parents and they 
need us.” 

This fascinating programme 
follows their traumatic everyday 
life as these two devastated 
parents watch their grown-up sons 
become young boys again in adult 
bodies. _

Restyled Honda CR-v is such a smooth operator 


OFTEN when the fourth 
generation of a particular 
car is launched, much is 
made of the new styling fea¬ 
tures but a little less of the 
substance. 

Honda’s latest CR-V has been 
restyled but for a good reason - aero¬ 
dynamic efficiency to reduce drag, 
and therefore fuel consumption and 
C02 emissions. It’s restyling for a 
practical reason, and practicality is 
the key when it comes to the launch 
of this British-made, big-selling ‘soft 
roader’. 

As well as its dynamics, the new 
CR-V is slightly smaller on the 
outside than its predecessor, yet has 
more passenger and luggage room. It 
also has, for the first time, split/fold 
rear seats. 

Plus there are new electronic 
gadgets to make driving easier and 
safer: and if you miss the finer points 
of the new body styling you’ll spot 
the latest CR-V thanks to its bright 
LED daylight running lights (which 
are actually also a proven safety 
feature). 

Engine choices remain the same 



(2.0 litre petrol and 2.2 litre diesel) 
although both have become even 
more economical without losing per¬ 
formance. 

For the first time there is a two- 
wheel drive version, available with 
petrol-power only, in a bid to reduce 
the entry-level price to £21,395 
(around £1,300 less than the basic 
4x4). At the other end of the scale is 
the 2.2 diesel with automatic trans¬ 
mission in EX trim, which costs 
£32,650. 

I drove the diesel version in SE 
trim, and the effect of the engine and 
suspension modifications were 
immediately obvious - and not just in 
terms of the trip computer’s 
economy figures. 

It is even quieter and smoother 
than the outgoing model, which 
together with a higher quality inte¬ 
rior puts the CR-V on a par with 
some much more expensive 
premium 4x4s. 

Yet it is easy to drive, belying its 
size, with a new electric power steer¬

ing system which gives you extra 
assistance at low speeds, such as 
during parking manoeuvres. 

There’s a new electric pumping 
system controlling the wizardry 
which has always set the CR-V apart 
from rivals - the rear differential. 

Some SUVs have permanent four- 
wheel drive which adds weight and 
drag, thus impacting on perform¬ 
ance and economy. Others require 
the driver to switch from two to four 
driven wheels manually, which is 


fine if you’re heading off road but 
doesn’t help a lot on the road, when 
the driver can’t react in time to a 
serious slide. 

The CR-V handles like a standard 
front wheel drive car until one of 
those wheels begins to slip. Then in 
milliseconds fluid is pumped into the 
rear diff, bringing powered rear 
wheels into play to restore stability. 

The new set-up is lighter than the 
previous hydraulically controlled 
system, as well as being quicker to 


react. 

It gives the CR-V the same safe 
roadholding characteristics as the 
permanent 4x4, but saves on tyre 
wear and fuel which is one of the 
reasons why the latest car can 
average more than 50mpg with a 
C02 figure of 149g/km, a 12 per cent 
improvement on the outgoing model. 

In spite of the modifications to 
save fuel, the diesel CR-V still has 
150PS of power on tap, enough to 
take it from a standstill to 62mph in 
a lively 9,7 seconds. 

Another feature of the new model 
is hill start assist. With automatic 
versions you can also have, for the 
first time, hill descent control which 
uses the ABS to keep your speed to 
5mph on steep, slippery descents. 
The absence of such a system, or low 
range gears, was one of the biggest 
drawbacks to serious off-roading in 
the early CR-Vs. 

Not that most CR-V owners would 
choose it for mud-plugging. Its ‘on 
demand’ four-wheel drive adds ver¬ 
satility and when you’re paying for a 
family car that has to be a major con¬ 
sideration. 

So potential buyers will be pleased 


that, even in a car that’s slightly 
smaller on the outside, load space 
remains at 589 litres with five pas¬ 
sengers on board (on a par with the 
best family saloons). 

With both rear seats folded down 
there is an estate car-like 1,146 
litres, substantially more than the 
outgoing model which will be wel¬ 
comed by, for example, mountain 
bikers planning a trip to the wilds. 

The CR-V’s interior has been sub¬ 
stantially improved and updated, 
with better seats and large, clear 
digital instruments and controls. 

Even the entry level model comes 
with alloy wheels, cruise control, 
electric windows and mirrors, multi¬ 
ple airbags, hill start assist, stability 
assist, a power-operated tailgate 
and, on manual, models, a fuel- 
saving stop/start system. 

Also available are adaptive cruise 
control and Honda’s Collision Miti¬ 
gation Braking System to help you 
avoid or reduce the impact of a crash. 

Go up through the grades and fea¬ 
tures such as Bluetooth, an 
upgraded audio system, improved 
trim (full leather on the EX) and 
SatNav are added. .

ALBION fans enjoyed so many 
wonders at The Hawthorns on Sat¬ 
urday, writes Martin Swain. 

Beating the European Champi¬ 
ons, nestling fourth in the Premier 
League, a brand of football that 
continues to blend delightful craft 
with magnificent defence, deputies 
Boaz Myhill and Gabriel Tamas 
brilliantly stepping out of the 
shadows, Youssouf Mulumbu, 
beautifully-created goals, thinking 
‘Thank God we’ve got Long and 
not Torres’ ... on and on it went. 

But perhaps nothing ignited The 
Hawthorns more than that Peter 
Odemwingie run.

Another is their ability to enjoy 
their own control and create goals 
of the highest quality. Zoltan Gera’ 
disguised pass, which wrong¬ 


footed Chelsea’s defence, must not 
be overlooked; nor the quality of 
cross it gave James Morrison time 
to deliver. But Shane Long’s diving 
far post header was the crowning 
moment of a wonderful first goal. 

The winner was even better and 
said everything about Albion’s 
cohesion, composure and capacity 
to sting on the counter. Emerging 
from defence, Johan Olsson picked 
out Morrison with a pass which 
sent him accelerating forward. 

Long moved wide and after an 
exchange of passes with Morrison 
and Odemwingie, delivered a pre¬ 
cision cross devoured by the Niger¬ 
ian. A great goal for great days.
